A Trip in the Interest of the Association, 
and What Was Learned. 


An Eagle man, commissioned by 
the Truck 
Growers’ association 
a id the Bryan Business league, 
bas made a trip intu Milam county 
Yi-i’ing Rockdale and Cameron, 
I learn more about the business 
for the benefit of our growers. The 
Bryan 
Business league paid the lowing on the 


in T ela a, that this writer is aware 
of, and has l>eeu in the business 
for ten years pa«t and therefore 
should 
know the business thor 
oughly. 
This gsnlleman was a 
commission merchant in a North­ 
er i city before coming south, and 
knows the 
marketing 
business 
at both ends of the line. 
I found at Rockdale that Mr 
Robinson is 
paving his people 
plant Irish potatoes more largely 
than anything else. 
He will have 
nothing 
but the Tennessee Red 
Triumph, and says that a crop of 
these potatoes, ready to ship by 
the 1st of June or before, is as 
staple as corn, and no fear need be 
had al getting a sale for them at a 
good profit above cost of growing. 
Mr. Robinson has contracted with 
I the growers at Rockdale to pay 
them at least 50 cents a tuishel for 
all their potatoes, and, if they are 


j sold at an advance aiiove this price 
| to justify, he will divide all above 
50 cents per bushel with the grow­ 
ers. 
He thinks they will bring 
considerably more than 50 cents, 
for the spring crop will go upon a 
market, as every one knows, en­ 
tir e ly free of any old stock, and 
prices should be fine. 
Mr. Robinson is also advising 
his people to plant cabbages lib­ 
erally, since the freeze killed the 
cabbage 
crop 
almost 
entirely 
away down towards 
the 
coast. 
He 
thinks 
cabbage 
will 
be in 
good demand, and if planted large­ 
ly enough to ship in carloads, will 
pay. 
He is having the growers 
there start them in hot beds, like 
tomatoes, so as to bring them on 
early. 
He approves of the sug 
gestion of Prof. Price, in the circu­ 
lar recently mailed to Brazos coun­ 
ty truck growers, that their crops 
be limited to a few articles, and he 
puts the greatest faith in Irish po­ 
tatoes. 
String beans are all right, 
he says, also tomatoes, if the latter 
are grown right, gathered in the 
right stage and properly packed 
and shipped in sufficient quantities 
to load cars. 
Mr. Robinson says his growers 
will have 300 to 400 acres in Irish 
potatoes, between IOO and 
200 
acres in beans, 400 acres in water­ 
melons, and will plant largely of 
cabbage, English peas, cucumbers, 
tomatoes and a few minor crops. 
The extensive planter 
seen at 
Cameron looked over the list of 
articles recommended to be planted 
by Prof. Price, and said all were 
good except cucumbers. 
He says 
if cucumbers are grown without 
irrigatioi , they are 
difficult to 
manage^, to keep them from yel- 
road to market.

and What Was Learned.

Growers’ association 
a id the Bryan Business league, 
has made a trip ink* Milam county 
▼miming Rockdale and Cameron, 
t learn more about the business 
for the benefit of our growers. The ! manage. 
Bryan Business league paid the lowing on the 


in Texas, that this writer is aware 
of, and has been in the business- 
for ten years pa*t and therefore 
“hould know the business thor 
oughly. 
This gentleman was a 
commission merchant in a North­ 
ern city before coming south, arid 
knows the 
marketing 
basinets 
at both ends of the line. 
I found at Rockdale that Mr 
Robinson is paving his people 
plant Irish potatoes more largely 
than anything else. 
He will have 
nothing but the Tennessee Red 
Triumph, and says that a crop of 
these potatoes, ready to ship by 
the 1st of June or before, is as 
staple as corn, and no fear need he 
had of getting a sale for them at a 
good profit above cost of growing. 
! Mr. Robinson has contracted with 
the growers at Rockdale to pay 
them at least 50 cents a bushel for 
all their potatoes, and, if they are 
sold at an advance above this price 
to justify, he will divide all above 
50 cents per bushel with the grow­ 
ers. 
He thinks they will bring 
considerably more than 50 cents, 
for the spring crop will go upon a 
market, as every one knows, en­ 
tirely free of any old stock, and 
prices should be fine. 
Mr. Robinson is also advising 
bis people to plant cabbages lib­ 
erally, since the freeze killed the 
cabbage 
crop 
almost 
entirely 
away down towards 
the 
coast. 
He thinks 
cabbage 
will 
be in 
good demand, and if planted large­ 
ly enough to ship in carloads, will 
pay. 
He is having the growers 
there start them in hot beds, like 
tomatoes, so as to bring them on 
early. 
He approves of the sug­ 
gestion of Prof. Price, in the circu­ 
lar recently mailed to Brazos coun­ 
ty truck growers, that their crops 
be limited to a few articles, and he 
puts the greatest faith in Irish po­ 
tatoes. 
String beans are all right, 
he says, also tomatoes, if the latter 
are grown right, gathered in the 
right stage and properly packed 
and shipped in sufficient quantities 
to load cars. 
Mr. Robinson says his growers 
will have 800 to 400 acres in Irish 
potatoes, between IOO and 
200 
acres in beans, 400 acres in water­ 
melons, and will plant largely of 
cabbage, English peas, cucumbers, 
tomatoes and a few minor crops. 
The extensive planter seen at 
Cameron looked over the list of 
articles recommended to be planted 
by Prof. Price, and said all were 
good except cucumbers. 
He says 
if cucumbers are grown without 
irrigatioi , they are 
difficult to 
to keep them lrom yel- 
road to market.
